Mellen was vigorous and denunciatory 
In his remarks regarding corporate in- 
fluence, and went so far to declare that 
the railroad committee was an "outside 
inspiration,"

MAZET COMMITTEE REPORTS

RESULT OF ITS INVESTIGATION 


Albany, Jan. 16.—The members of the 


Mazet investigating committee pre- 
sented their report last night to the as- 
sembly. 
The majority report is signed 


by Assemblymen Mazet, Fallows, Wil- 
son, Costello and McEwan, and the mi- 
nority by Assemblymen Hoffman and 
Boland. 


The majority report opens by stating 


that a great part of the testimony was 
directed to the conduct and control ot 
the various offices and departments in 
Hew York city, and in this connection 
says: 


"In many of these great evils were 


disclosed. 
For such as were adminis- 


trative in their nature, the remedy must 
be sought at the ballot box and not at 
the hands of the legislature. 
The one 


clear and distinct fact brought out by 
this investigation is that we have in this 
great city the most perfect instance of 
centralized 
party 
government 
yet 


known." 


It declares that "we see the central 


power, not the man who sits in. the 
mayor's chair, but the man who stands 
behind it. 
We see tt:e same arbitrary 


power dictating appointments, direct- 
ing officials controlling boards, lectur- 
ing membsrs of tha legislature and the 
municipal assembly. 
We see an enor- 


mous and ever-increasing crowd of of- 
fice holders with ever-increasing sal- 
aries; the powers of government prosti- 
tuted to protect criminals, to demoralize 
the police, to debauch the public con- 
science, and to turn governmental func- 
tions into channels for private gain. 
The proof is conclusive, not that the 
public treasury has been directly robbed, 
but that great opportunities have been 
given by manipulation of public offices 
to enable favored individuals to Work 
for their own personal benefit. 
The 


people alone can remedy these evils. 
There is no legislative panacea for such 
administrative ills. 


"The present mayor has not conceived 


his duties to be as contemplated by the 
charter commission. 
He has asserted 


that his view of the distribution of gov- 
ernmental power was that, after having 
appointed commissioners, they were re- 
sponsible for their several departments, 
and that he would neither confer nor ad- 
vise in advance, brat would confine him- 
self to acting upon their completed pro- 
jects. 
So far as appointments were 


concerned, it is a fair inference from all 
the e\idence that he has practically ab- 
dicated his powers and exercises merely 
a registering function of thp determina- 
tion of the leaders of the party which 
elected him. 


"We are strongly of the opinion that 


the mayor's term Is too long and ad- 
vise that it should be shortened to two 
years, to take effect with the next in- 
cumbent. 


"The conduct of the present police de- 


partment oC Now Tork city is un- 


qualifiedly bad. Not only are the laws 
against pool rooms, gaming houses, 
policy shops, excise violations, dance 
halls and wicked resorts of all kinds not 
enforced, or enforced in such a way as 
to be ridiculously ineffective, but the 
general discipline is lax; grave offenses 
of personal dereliction in the way of 
drunkenness, absence from po=f. inat- 
tention to duty, etc., go unpunished or 
are visited with such small fines as al- 
most to be an encouragement and not a 
deterrent for wrongdoing. 


"Robberies, bunco games, 
deceits, 


frauds, thefts, have increased in an 
alarming degrees, and .the detection of 
these crimes and the recovery of prop- 
erty has steadily decreased (luring tha 
last two years. 


"We believe that the great mass of the 


rank and file of the departments under 
proper leadership would execute all the 
laws with courage and vigilance, but it 
Is not in the nature of things that sub- 
ordinates dependent on their superiors 
for continuance and promotion in rank 
should conduct themselves in direct op- 
position to the clearly known views of 
those superiors. When, at the direct in- 
stance of the gambling and pool-selling 
fraternity, officers have been 'pounded,' 
captains transferred and a chief retired, 
it 13 hopeless to expect any other admin- 
istration of such laws than that which 
the overwhelming evidence proves to 
exist." 


The proposed contract 
with the 


Ramapo Water company is discussed ac 
great length. Attention is called to the 
administration of the building depart- 
ment, and the report s-ays: "Here again 
we find the dominant theory of the pres- 
ent government corrupt, pull and favor- 
itism for private gain in evidence. 


"The tax department increased the 


assessed valuation of the real estate of 
the boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx for the year 1899 over that of 1898 
to tha enormous amount of $327,000,000. 
The examination of very many of the 
officials of the department indicated 
ignorance and incompetence so gross as 
to be ridiculous if the material interests 
of the citizens had not been at th« mercy 
of such officials." 


The conduct of the dock d-epartment 


is criticised, especially in reference to 
the purchase of supplies. 


Action to prevent the levying of po- 


litical assessments on the judiciary is 
recommended. 


In conclusion, the report urges that tha 


meetings of all city boards be public be- 
cause "in a free government publicity is 
absolutely essential." 


The minority report says that "as to 


the report of the majority in general, we 
feel justified in claiming that it is gross- 
ly unfair, conspicuously partisan, coarse 
In language, vituperative in temper and 
Absolutely unjustified except by the reck- 
less disregard and perversion of the 
proof adduced before your committee." 


FIRST DEBATE ON 
BOSTON AND ALBANY LEASE 


Boston, Jan. 16—The feature of to- 


day's sessions of the legislature was 
the first debate on the proposed lease of 
the Boston and Albany by the Central, 
which must be approved by the general 
court before consummation. 


The matter came up in the senate on 


the house order calling for a copy of 
the contract and other documents rela- 
tive to the lease. 


The debate was short and sharp and 


at the close the order was laid on the 
table. 


When the order came up Mr. Wash- 


burn of Worcester m,oved to table it, 


Mr. Baldwin opposed the motion and 


Mr. Washburn in reply said the order 


as it stood was open to considerable 
criticism, as it was altogether sweep- 
ing. The original bill from the com- 
pany had been referred to the commit- 
tee on railroads, which committee un- 
doubtedly would call for the necessary 
papers. He did not desire to stifle in- 
vestigation he said, but wished to se- 
cure time for a mature consideration 
by the senate on the question. The 
order should stand as it now reads. 


Mr. Witt of Boston also favored lay- 


ing it on the table. 


After further debate Mr. Washburn's 


motion prevailed, Mr. Baldwin alone 
voting in the negative. 


The senate immediately adjourned.

"Do you mean »' tell me that you do

They had decided 
how they would divide the Transvaal 
and how o»ch of 'the parties was to 
have certain interests in this country. 


"Many reformers who were put in jail 


•were perfectly innocent.

man in that inner circle, and they were 
to divide the Transvaal among them- 
selves. 


"They and their companies found the 


money for t.b/e raid. 
Do you think we

Senator Pettigrew Denounces 


Action of President McKin- 


ley, 
Attacks England 


Washington, Jan. 16.—While the house 


committee on naval affairs has already 
taken up fhr- matter of the naval appro- 
priation bill, there is no intention to 
hurry it to die house. It will be some 
time, proeably Uvo months, before it is 
reported. Unusual care will be devoted 
to the ptepara-tlou of the bill by the 
committep. The opinion of the members 
of the committee seems to be unani- 
mously in favor of increasing the navy, 
although theie is doubt in the minds of 
several as to ho\v far this increase should 
go. 


Secretary Long has recommended an 


appropriation for three armored cruis- 
ers of 13,000 tons, three protected cruisers 
of SOOO tons and 12 gunboats of 900 tons. 
Last year, the appropriation act ga\ e 
the navy three battleships, three ar- 
mored cruisers and six cruisers. This 
was fonsidered a liberal addition, al- 
though provision for three protected 
cruisers asked by the secretary of the 
navy was withheld. Durmg the warm 
dispute over the matter of armor and a 
government armor plant, a clause was 
inserted in the bill providing that con- 
tracts for the hulls of the vessels could 
not be let until after contracts had been 
made for the armor within the price 
fixed by congress. 


Th« Importance of the situation con- 


fronting congress this session in regard 
to this armor question is much greater 
than it was last session. Not only is 
there less probability that the manufac- 
turers will consent to accept the price 
fixed by congress because thay have 
been able to hold out so successfully, but 
the graat advance in the price of steel 
and iron makes it practically certain 
that no armor can be obtained within 
the price set, and it is doubtful if even 
at the old figures the manufacturers 
of armor plate would care to risk a con- 
tract for the enormous amount of plate 
which will be needed for the battleships 
and cruisers under the last bill and those 
which will be included in the next ap- 
propriation I*U1. 


At present the United States has under 


construction or authorized 61 vessels, 
The list comprises eight battleships un- 
der construction; three sheathed battle- 
ships, authorized; three shaathed ar- 
mored 
cruisers, 
authorized; 
seven 


sheathed protected cruisers, four moni- 
tors and one gunboat, authorized; one 
training ship, 10 torpedo .boat destroyers. 
17 torpedo boats and o'ne submarine tor- 
pedo boat. 


Spirited debate on the Philippine ques- 


tion occupied the attention of the sen- 
ate for nearly three hours yesterday. 
Mr. Berry first addressed the senate in 
support of the resolutions recently in- 
troduced by Mr. Bacon, regarding the 
disposition of the Philippines. 
He wa-s 


followed by Mr. Pettigrew, in support ot 
his resolution of inquiry. 
Mr. Petti- 


grew was very bitter in his attacks upon 
the administration, and refused to sub- 
stitute for his measure that of Mr. Hoar. 


He declared that the president, when 


he mad-j the Sulu treaty, laid himself 
liable to impeachment. 
He expressed 


the opinion that the British government 
had influenced the action, and then as- 
sailed the British electoral system, and 
declared Kipling's literature "miserable 
contemptible rot." 
He then passed to 


his familiar argument that our race can- 
not live in the tropics. He said he would 
withdraw the army from Manila and 
recognize the native republic. 


Mr. Wolcott replied to Mr. Pettigrew, 


scathingly arraigning the South Dakota 
senator for the attitude he had assumed 
on the Philippine question. 
He de- 


clared his belief that if Aguinaldo him- 
self occupied the seat in the senate oc- 
cupied by Mr. Pettigprew, representing 
the people of South Dakota, who had 
sent their &ons as soldiers to the Phil- 
ippines, he would be too patriotic, too 
devoted to the interests of the country, 
to assume the attitude assumed by the 
present South Dakota genatop. 
He 


accused Mr. Pettigrew of never saying 
good of anyone in all his experience, and 
said his example should be a warning to 
the young people of the nation. 


Mr. "Wolcott adverted, also, to the 


speech recently delivered by Mr. "Eeve- 
ridge, shairply criticising 
it for the 


spirit of greed which seemed to animate 
the senator in making such a deliver- 
ance. 


At the conclusion of the Philippine 


discxission, Mr. Rawlins addressed an 
elaborate argument to the senate in 
opposition to the proposed financial leg- 
islation. 


Senator Butler gave notice of a sub- 


stitute he will offer for the financial bill. 
It provides for the manufacture or coin- 
age of money out of gold, silver, paper 
and copper. 
The bill provides that no 


piece of money shall be of greater de- 
nomination than $20, and it makes grolcl, 
silver or paper money legal tender for 
free coinage of both silver and gold. 


The senate in executive session con- 


firmed the nomination of S. D. Warfleld 
to be postmaster of Baltimore. This 
ends a long fight in which Senator Well- 
ington opposed and Senator McComas 
favored confirmation.

FIGHT FOR A BIRDHOUSE. 


Flycatchers Driven Out by Bluebirds. 


Wtfcca the Final Victors. 


"Ono spring," said a lover of birds, 


"there carao to a birdhouse in my gar- 
den a pair of great crested flycatchers, 
I hscl a dozen birdhouses scattered 
around. This particular one was about 
a foot pqnrire, -with a peaked roof and a 
chimney af each end, a dcorway for the 
birds to go in and out and a couple of 
auger holes borrd through the back to 
give the house light and air. 


"This birdhoiipc, the summer before, 


had been occupied by a pair of blue- 
birds, who had left their nest behind 
there. This nest the great crested fly- 
catchers pulled apart and threw out of 
the house, every twig and straw. They 
cleaned the honse out completely and 
then they brought in everything new 
and built a nest of their own and set- 
tled down comfortably for the summer. 


"But in a few days a pair of blue- 


birds came along, and they made for 
this honss. It might hare beer the 
eame identical pair of bluebirds that oc- 
cupied it the si'.mmcr before. I don't 
know alout that, though I have no 
doubt that robins and other birds that 
have been south for the \vintcr, hun- 
dreds of miles away, do come bacfc in 
the spring to the same places anc to the 
same nees. 
Anyhow this pair of blne- 


birns wanted, that birdhouse, and they 
were ready to fipht for it, and that is 
what they did. Hie flycatcher is a nice 
little bird aacl a pretty plucky sort of a 
fighter, but not a match for the blue- 
bird. They had a grand round up inside 
the house, and finally the bluebirds 
pitched the- flycatchers out, and later 
they pitched out every stick of furni- 
ture that the flycatchers hud brought 
in, cleaned the ho-ase out entirely and 
then brought in fiesh material and built 
a new nest according to ihcirown ideas, 
and they settled down for the summer. 


"Well, a few days afb r that a pair 


of wrens came along, and they took a 
fancy to that particular bhdlioiise, too, 
and they sailed right in and tackled tha 
bluebirds on the spot. You couldn't see 
the fight from the ground, but every 
now and then you could see- a straw or 
a feather shoot out of tbo front door of 
the house. 
The bluebird ia a good, 


sound fighter, but the wren is a Letter 
one, and the npshot was that tho wrens 
fairly put the bluebirds out and took 
possession of the birdhonso themselves. 
And then the wrens did just what the 
others had done. They pitched out ev- 
ery scrap of stuff in the birdhouse—just 
tumbled it out of the door, to fall on 
the ground—and then they brought in 
new stuff and built a nest for them- 
selves. 


"Nobody molested the wrens. They 


staid trore 
and raised their young 


there, and in the fall they all flew 
away and left the birdhouse again de- 
serteu for the winter.''—New York Sun.

Effort to Show That Their Re- 
lations Furnished Motive for 


Poisoning the Former 


New York, Jan. 16.—with' We be- 


ginning of the 10th week of the trial of 
Roland B. Molineux Assistant District 
Attorney Osborne asserted that the end 
of the prosecution is near. For the first 
time evidence was introduced yester- 
day by the state for the purpose of prov- 
ing, if possible, a motive for poisoning 
H. C. Barnet by Molineux. 


While Molineux is not on trial for 


the murder of Barnet, it is extremely 
important for the prosecution to con- 
nect Molineux with Barnet's death, as 
showing Molineux's character, his let- 
ter wrimg habits and his alleged use of 
cyanide of mercury to kill those whom 
he hated. 


Rachel Green, colored, of Washington 


was called to the stand, and said that 
Bhe had at one time lived at 257 West 
Seventy-fifth street, where a Mrs. Bell 
lived. Asked if she knew the defendant, 
she replied that she knew a Mr. Chese- 
borough, who lived there with Mrs. 
Chesborough. 
Asked if she saw Mr. 


Cheseborough in the room, she walked 
through the court room in front of the 
recorder's desk, stepped up to within 
three feet of the defendant, and pointing 
her finger straight at Molineux ex- 
elaimed: 


"That's the man." 
She went on to say 


that Molineux had in the room where 
Bhe had been employed in the capacity of 
chambermaid, a dressing case, which, 
his valet brought. 
A Mr. Fiske was 


asked to step to the front, and the wit- 
ness identified him as the man who, in 
her opinion, brought the dress suit case 
to the house. 
All eyes in the eourt 


room were on the recorder when ha in- 
quired as to why the testimony was 
material. 
Assistant District 
Attor- 


ney Osborne replied that he would show 
that the evidence was germane by the 
next witness. 
He added: 
"We have 


p:oved that the defendant lived with 
Blanche Cheseborough in 1837, and we 
will now prove that he did not after a 
while. 
Another man intervened." 


The next witness was Minnie Betts, 


another colored woman. 
She testified 


that she had been employed as waitress 
and had tended the door at Mrs. Bell- 
inger's in Wtst End avenue1, and that 
Miss JJlanche Cheseborough had lived 
there, but that she went away in tha 
summer of 1S98. The witness testified 
that she never saw Mr. Molineux until 
after he was married to Blanche Chese- 
borough. 
Asked if any other man ever 


called jn Misa Cheseborough there, the 
witness replied in the affirmative. 
To 


the question of what he looked like, Mr. 
"VVec-ks objected, and the objection was 
sustained by the court. 


Mr. Osborne then said that he pro- 


posed to show that from November, 
1897, to January, 188S, the defendant and 
the woman whom he afterwards mar- 
ried, lived together as man and wife be- 
fore they were married, and .were so 
known at 257 Wost Seventy-fifth street; 
that lilan-'ho Cheseborough then went 
to Ilvp at 257 Wrst End avenue, and lived 
there alone; that the defendant dropped 
out of Bight and was not hoard of until 
they were married; that there was an- 
other caller on Blanche Cheseborough 
before she married the defendant, and 
that that man was H, C. Barnet. Mr. 
Osborne, by way of explanation of a mo- 
tive, said that he had shown a system in 
the Cornish case in the hiring: of the 
letter boxes and the writing' of letters 
to mnclical concerns, and that he would 
show a similar system Jn the Barnet 
case. 


The recorder finally excluded the ques- 


tion of a description of thn male caller 
on Miss Cheseborough. Mr. Osborna 
\v;ir., however, afterwards allowed to 
Rhow the witness a picture of H. C. 
Ufirnot. 
After an inspection of the 


photograph oC Barnet witness said that 
II looked like the man who called on 
Miss OhesoborouRh, but that Bho could 
not remember positivoty.

•who shall pay for the removal of snow, 
has come up here this snapon. This is 
the subject of the law passed last year 
and over which moat of the cities in 
the state have been ha.vin<j nervous 
prostration . It is evident that here, 
however, there Is to be no misunder- 
standing, even if the law is blind. Tha 
work this winter will in all probability 
be done as it alwnys has, the city a.nd 
street railway each doing its phare. 


The question of putung salt and 


sand on the tracks ot ine railway is 
also being discussed a good deal. The 
company finrls It necessary to uso sand 
mixed with palt on the trackr in order 
to keep them clear of toe. The sand 
very soon gets distributed over 
the 


stro-ft, and makes it imi)rssib!e for 
the snow to pack into good sleighing, 
while sn.lt Is very likely to injure 
horsr-s' feftj. 
So far little trouble with 


the salt has been reported, but many 
have thought the amount of sand 
used was too much.

The defendant was not represented by 
counsel and he was found guilty. 


The second case which went on trial 


was that of Michael Kelley of Wil- 
ll°.:vi&town, charged with assault and 
with assault with intent to rape Ros- 
alie Groves of Washington, D C., on 
August 31 last. The case excited great 
Interest in Williamstown at the time 
Rosalie Groves was visiting in Wil- 
liamstown and while walking in the 
ouUl.irts of the village was approached 
and assaulted by Kelley.

Death of Well Known Priest 


Rev. !i. J. Morrisi, 
rector 
of Si- 


Mary's Catholic church of the Assum- 
tion, in Brookline, one of the most 
widely known priests in New England, 
died yesterday morning. 
He was a 


brother of Oweni Morris1 of this city, 
and had been here several times. His 
brother was with him when he died, 
and the other members of the fajnily 
left this afternoon to attend the funer- 
al. 


Father Morris had been, ill about 


two weeks, but seriously only for two 
or three days. He was stricken with 
rheumatic fever and an orsranio dis- 
ease considerably weakened th&' heart. 


In point of service he was the oldest 


clergyman in Brookline, having been 
pastor of St. Mary's! church for 27 
yeans. The 25th anniversary cf Father 
Morris' elevation to the priesthood was 
celebrated in the Church of the As- 
sumption May 22, 1894, with all the 
solemnity and. splendor of the Catholic 
ritual. 


Rev. L. J. Morris1 was born In, Ire- 


land, and came to this country at an 
early age with his parents, who set- 
tled in Lowell. He prepared for the 
ministry a.t St. Charles' colleg-e, Balti- 
mrri'e, anid was graduated from St. 
Joseph's) college in Troy, N. Y., in 
1869. His first missliOTL was at Wal- 
tham. He assumed the rectorship of 
Brooikilnie parish in 1878, 


Father Morris had seen, St. Mary's 


parish grow from, a modest little con- 
gregation to one of the largest and 
most influential in, the archdiocese, and 
the place of worship from an unpre- 
tentious wooden structure on a side 
street to an imposing group of church 
buildings on a public thoroughfare.

KANSAS SOCIALIST COLONY, 


Another Effort to Solve the Problem 


of Community Lite. 


A socialist or labor exchange colony 


which was rccer.ty established 12 miles 
northwest of Fort Scott, Kail., will be 
augmented hi :i short time by a num- 
ber of families from different parts of 
the state, including: Frank Cotton, edi- 
tor of The Progressive Ago, a labor ex- 
change paper at Olathe, Kan. 
Mr. 


Cotton will move his paper to Fort 
Scott and several new industries will 
be added to the number now in opera- 
tion by this colony. A town site has 
been laid out and a sufficient number 
of lots has been sold to pay for an SO 
acre tract upon which the colony is 
'located, says the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. The colony has its own scrip 
and everything in the commercial or 
labor lines is done on the exchange 
plan, each rnaa getting credit for just 
what he produces. 


"When a member wants to build a 


house, as a number arc now preparing 
to do, he simply calls upon the account- 
nnt. of the exchange for the material 
from 'Qfe colonial sawmill or stores and 
for as many workmen as he wants. He 
works with them and draws the same 
pay in scrip as they. This scrip buys 
provisions and is backed by some- prod- 
uct of labor or earth before it is issued. 
When the house is completed, the 
builder moves into it, and the account- 
ant requires him to pay so much scrip 
per month into the treasury until all 
the scrip issued for wages and material 
has been refunded by him. In many 
instances this system is necessarily In- 
tricate, but there is an exchange pro- 
vision for every emergency, and the 
members of the colony all seem 
pleased with the operation of the 
scheme.

A TELEPATHIC EXPERIMENT, j 


NOVELTELEPHONE SYSTEM. 


Indiana Inventor Connects Cities at 


Small Expense. 


A telephone system was opened at 


Anderson, Ind., recently that is one of 
the most unique and interesting things 
of the kind in the country, lit is a 
long distance line, and the wi-fe is the 
upper strand of barbed wire fences 
reaching from Anderson to Ingalls, a 
distance of 12 miles. It is the idea of 
an eccentric Inventor of Pendleton, 
Cassius Alley, and he has already be- 
gun to reap his little harvest, says the 
Chicago Record. There are two long 
distance lines of vthe big companies 
between the two points, but Alley, 
with his barbed wire affair, has enter- 
ed the lists and proposes to get busi- 
ness by giving cheaper rates. 


The Big Four has a barbed -wire 


fence most of the distance along its 
right of way from here to Ingalls. Al- 
ley has taken the upper strand of 
•wire for his unique telephone. Three 
miles from Anderson the line leaves 
the railway line and cuts along farm 
fences. 
Where a road is crossed an 


overhead or underground wire is 
strung. 
Crossing streams there are 


overhead connections. 
The boxes are 


such as are used by the big telephone 
companies. 


There are two charter subscribers. 


A firm has an office in Anderson and 
a factory at Ingalls and has them con- 
nected. Another firm has a store at 
Anderson and one at Pendleton and 
has them connected. The lines work 
splendidly. Alley gets $50 a year from 
each firm. Other places will be con- 
nected, and in a Bhort time all sis 
wires on the fences will be in service. 
It is then the intention to connect a 
line from Pendleton to Greenfield, and 
if Alley can do it he will soon have 
in service every wire fence in the 
county. He looks forward to a big 
business in the way of rural telephone 
service. 


When the line strikes cities or towns, 


the fence wire .gives way to ordinary 
wire that is strung along the trolley 
line poles. Over roads and streams' 
connections were made overhead or 
by underground conduits. The expense 
has been but a trifle. In some places 
the barbed wire has been insulated 
with a coating of rubber paint. Most 
places, however, small boys will have 
to keep off or get a shock every time 
the bell rings. Hunters, too, will have 
to look out. The service is practical 
and first class in every respect.

GRAY SQUIRRELS. 


How They Hide Their Scattered Stores 


-For the Winter, 


Gray squirrels are winter neighbors, 


but very shy ones. I have tried to coax 
them to cpine into tho yard for walnuts 
by leaving out a supply under the treea 
there and gathering all from other trees, 
but they were too well supplied with 
nuts in the wood. I did succeed in gain- 
ing their confidence through a pair c£ 
tame squirrels that had been raised in, 
a cage by a neighbor. I induced the 
neighbor to set them free, and, apparent- 
ly to raward me, they took up their 
abode in the ttJl cottonwoods and pop- 
lars about the lawn, but more likely bo- 
cansa the neighbor had no large trees. 
While they remained an occasional wild 
squirrel \vonld call or spend the day in 
the great trees with my tame ones. But 
the villainous pot hunter and his worth- 
less our destroyed my pets and drove tha 
visitors back to their wild state. 


The gray squirrel is not as provident 


as tho little grouad squirrel, who toiJj 
through the long days of summer and 
fall to provide himself a homo and lay 
up a store for winter use. What little 
the graj» squirrel does lay by for a rainy 
clay is not stored in his den, but scatter- 
ed here and there about the woods, lifco 
the prudent housewife afraid to put all 
the eggs in one basket. 


I learned from my tame squirrels 


their method of hiding nuts. The nut is 
carried in tho month, and some iime 
and thought are given to the selection 
of a likely place to hide it. When tho 
spot is finally decided upon, a hole tho 
size of the nut is dag in the ground, tho 
nut thrust in and pushed clown hard 
with the nose, a little earth pressed and 
patted down, and leaves or grass tossed 
about in tho most natural way. After 
a snowfall their tracks will bo found in 
every direction, from the den trees to 
all parts of tbo wood. Following these 
trails, one will find many little holes 
in the snow whcro bidden nuts have 
been dug tip.—J. H. Kennedy in Har- 
per's Magazine.

Mr. Fergen left the city imme- 
diately after the experiments were fin- 
ished. 


An expert diver, Captain HIbbard 


Youngs, who Is familiar with deep sea 
work, was engaged to conduct the ex- 
periments. The arc light was of 2,000 
candle power, and the power was fur- 
nished by the New London Electric 
Lighting company by means of a flex- 
ible wire cable. The bottom of the riv- 
er was explored add by means of the 
light was discerned clearly, says the 
New York Press. Small objects which 
were thrown into deep water were lo- 
cated quickly, and the exr«rimenta 
were successful In every particular. 
The inventors of the light were pleased 
at the results. 


Among other accomplishments with 


the aid of the submarine lamp was a 
photograph of the river bottom. Ob- 
jects undpr the water were brought 
out plainly on the plate.

which was used consisted of a glass 
globe, a wire guard protecting It. The 
flexible cable carrying the current led 
from its source into the lamp through 
a metal .stuffing box.

"My friend," said the landlord, seat-

"For years I 
have kept silence, but today it seems 
as If it would lighten my heart to 
speak. Listen and believe if you can. 
Less than seven years ago I was a gay, 
light hearted youth in this our quiet 
fatherland. Having no near relatives, 
I was led to visit some distant ones 
who had lived for many years in a 
small town in Prance. 


"My uncle, as I called him out of 


friendliness, was a kind, good fellow, 
well known and respected in the place, 
where he carried on the craft of a 
watchmaker, and he proposed that 1 
should become his apprentice and part- 
ner. I liked the little town, I liked my 
uncle, 1 liked my aunt, and I soon gave 
my consent They had no children—I 
thank God for that now—but my aunt's 
kindly soul could not be content with- 
out young people around her, so she 
kept and clothed two neighbors.

"In consequence of the lateness of 


the hour I was taken to the town pris- 
on, a dismal building which I had nev- 
er known to be occupied. There I was 
thrust into a deep dungeon and left In 
total darkness till morning, when I 
doubted not I should be conducted to 
the same cruel fate as my poor rela- 
tives had met. 


"But morning came, as I guessed by 


the sound without, and still no sum- 
mons. Worn out with suspense and 
waiting, I fell asleep. When I awoke, 
hunger and thirst oppressed me. Hap- 
pily I had stored some bread and meat 
and a small bottle of wine in one of 
the pockets of my coat preparatory to 
my Intended flight. Of this I now ate 
and drank. No one came nigh me, and 
yet I could hear sounds as if wretched 
prisoners were being led forth out of 
neighboring cells, doubtless to death, 
for they wept and pleaded—vainly, as 
it seemed to me. 


"But the third day a great stillness 


fell on the prison. I could not under- 
stand it 
My senses were enfeebled 


for want of food, for my small stock 
had long been exhausted, and I almost 
lacked strength to wonder why I was 
left to live so long. Presently arose an 
awful terror lest this should be my 
sentence—to perish miserably for want 
of food in this damp dungeon. Death 
on the scaffcM appeared light by com- 
parison. 
I clamored at my prison 


door. I shouted as loudly as I could. 
Ail to no purpose! Then I burst into 
an agony of tears. My fate was too 
dreadful to bear. With the soft nature 
of youth I pitied and bemoaned myself 
sorely. All at once words came Into 
my mind that I had learned years ago 
as a text in the school, 'Fear thou not, 
for I am with thee; be not dismayed, 
for I am thy God.' 


"They came like a ray of light into 


my prison, and I clung to the promise 
as if it had that moment been made to 
me by a pitying God. I felt soothed 
and hopeful, and in this condition I 
sank back in a doze or swoon. 


"How time passed I could not tell; 


day and night were alike to me In my 
cell. I woke up to find light and 
warmth and kindly faces about me. 
Slowly I regained consciousness enough 
to understand what they told me. I 
had lain five days forgotten in my 
prison. The stillness I had noted the 
third day was accounted for by the 
fact that the news had just reached 
our town of the death of one of the 
greatest leaders of the revolution and 
the consequent decline of the party. 
In fear of his life, our terrorist mayor 
had fled, and the old mayor, resuming 
power, had ordered the prison doors to 
be set open. I in my solitary cell had 
been forgotten, and but that some one 
had been sent to examine all the cells 
and collect the fetters used therein I 
might have perished miserably. As it 
was I was carried out perfectly sense- 
less and brought to life with some diffi- 
culty. 


"I am safe now, as you see, com- 


rade, in my own country, but the an- 
guish of those few days will never be 
forgotten. 
1 bear about with me in 


my face the remembrance of it. Daily 
I thank God for light and air and 
food, and yet these good gifts of his 
fail to make my heart rejoice. 
Still, 


those dreadful days in the dungeon 
have given me a firm reliance on his 
mercy, and I know that I shall one 
day be joyful again in the city of 
which the gates are never shut and 
where there is no darkness."—Ex- 
change.
